Mr.  Chairman,  Tadies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1959,  prepared  in 
accordance  with.  Ministr>^  of  Health  Circular  1/60. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  was  good.  There  was 
an  increase  of  170  in  the  estimated  population.  The  birth  rate 
was  the  same  as  in  1958  at  13.3  per  1,000  of  population  and  the 
death  rate  at  13.7  per  1,000  of  population  was  slightly  higher  (12.3 
in  1958).  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  13.5  (15.5  in  1958). 
There  was  one  maternal  death. 

There  was  a higher  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  brought 
about  mainly  by  the  biennial  epidemic  of  Measles  and  an  increase 
in  Scarlet  Fever  (general  throughout  the  Country).  Although 
there  was  considerably  less  Sonne  Dysentry,  two  small  outbreaks, 
one  in  an  Institution  and  one  in  connection  with  a school  occurred. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

The  Council's  Housing  Programme  progressed  by  the  completion 
of  21  houses  during  the  year.  A further  56  were  in  course  of  con- 
struction at  31st  December.  Since  the  end  of  the  w^ar,  1,169 
houses  and  299  temporary  bungalows  have  been  built. 

The  work  of  sanitary  supervision  of  the  district  and  of  the 
protection  of  food  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chief  Pubhc  Health  Inspector  (Mr.  J.  W.  Gale) 
to  whom  I express  my  thanks. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  maintained  a high  standard 
of  chemical  and  bacteriological  purity.  Efficient  control  by 
chlorination  and  samphng  was  continued.  I much  appreciate  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  received  from  the  Water  Engineer  and 
Chemist  of  both  the  Sutton  District  Water  Co.  and  the  East  Surrey 
Water  Co. 

I should  hke  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  co-operation  I 
have  received  from  the  Medical  staffs  of  local  hospitals  and  the 
General  Practitioners  of  the  District.  My  thanks  are  due  also  to 
the  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  and  their  staffs. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Eadies  and 
Gentlemen,  for  the  warm  welcome  extended  to  my  wife  and  myself 
and  for  the  support  I have  received  during  this,  my  first  year  in  office.

Social  conditions,  including  the  chief  industries  in  the  area  : 

The  Urban  District  of  Banstead  comprises  the  Parishes 
of  Banstead  (5,659  acres),  Chipstead  (2,151  acres),  Kingswoo 
n 820  feres),  Walton-on-the-HiU  (2,304  acres),  and  Woodman- 
sterne  (887  acres).  The  Banstead  Parish  contains  several 
defined  communities,  namely  Banstead,  Burgh  Heath  Nork 
Tattenhams  and  Tadworth.  Lower  Kingswood  is  within  the 
Kingswood  Parish.

Infantide  Mortadity 

There  were  seven  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
(6  legitimate,  1 illegitimate).  Of  these  3 died  from  prematurity 
and  one  each  from  atelectasis,  birth  injury,  bronchitis  and  accident. 

This  compares  with  seven  deaths  in  1958,  six  deaths  in  1957 
and  seven  deaths  in  1956.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  13.54 
per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  15.53  in  1958.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1959  was  22.0  per  1,000  live  births.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Environmental  Services 

The  Public  Health  Committee,  acting  under  powers  delegated 
by  the  Council,  administer  most  of  the  local  authority  duties  referred 
to  in  this  Report.  The  Housing  Committee  deals  with  Housing 
matters  and  the  Town  Planning  Committee  with  the  Planning 
aspect  of  caravans.  ^ 

Personal  Health  Services 

These  services  include  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children, 
home  nursing,  and  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons 
^tiering  from  illness.  They  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  general  hospital  facilities  within  the  Urban 
district.  The  chief  hospitals  serving  the  district  are  the  Redhill 
County  Hospital;  East  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill ; Epsom  District 
Hospital ; Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital ; and  St.  Helier  Hospital 
Carshalton. 

Specialised  hospitals  in  the  area  are  (1)  Banstead  Hospital  for 
Ner/ous  and  Mental  Disorders,  which  serves  the  L.C.C.  area  and 
Banstead  itself,  (2)  Tadworth  Court,  Country  Branch  of  the  Hos- 
gtal  for  Sick  Children,  Great  Ormond  Street,  (3)  Queen  Elizabeth 
Hospital  for  Children,  (4)  The  Zachary  Merton  Convalescent  Home, 
a Branch  of  The  London  Hospital,  and  (5)  vShabden  Park  Hospital 
mr  long  term  geriatric  cases,  administered  bv  Epsom  District 
Group  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Fublic  Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  and  the  laboratory 
at  Sutton  and  Cheam  Hospital,  are  available  for  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations  of  specimens  and  samples. 

For  chemical  analyses  the  services  of  the  Public  Analyst  were 
employed,  and  for  biological  examination  of  milk  samples  the 
Pubhc^  Plealth  Lalioratory  Service,  County  Hall,  London,  S.E. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-three  infectious  disease' or  food 
poisomng  specimens  were  submitted  *to  the  laboratories  from  the

An  Ambulance  Station  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Ambulance

Mortuary  Faciritiks 

The  arrangement  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of 
Epsom  and  Ewell  for  the  use  of  the  mortuary  of  that  authority 
at  Depot  Road,  Epsom.,  continued.  Forty-one  bodies  were 
admitted  during  the  year. 

New  Legislation 

Sraughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958. 

An  Act  consolidating  certain  enactments  relating  to  the 
slaughter  of  animals.  It  came  into  operation  on  18th  January, 
1959. 


House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  14th  June,  1959,  enlarged 
the  power  of  local  authorities  to  make  loans  for  the  purchase  of 
houses,  made  further  provision  for  grants  by  local  authorities 
towards  the  improvement  of  dwellings  (the  introduction  of  standard 
grants)  and  amended  the  existing  law  in  respect  of  discretionary 
grants. 

Housing  (Underground  Rooms)  Act,  1959. 

The  date  of  operation  of  this  Act  was  14th  June,  1959.  It 
lays  down  a standard  of  fitness  for  human  habitation  of  under- 


ground rooms. 

Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1958 

Primarily  confers  powers  on  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and 
upon  local  authorities  in  the  administrative  county  of  Surrey.

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The  summer  was  exceptionalh"  dry  and  many  areas  of  the 
country  had  difficulty  in  maintaining  a supply  of  water.  Banstead 
was  fortunate  in  that  unrestricted  supplies  were  maintained  through- 
out the  year  and  the  high  quality  of  the  supply  was  maintained 
throughout.  During  the  year  the  consumption  of  water  udthin  the 
area  of  suppl}^  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Co.  reached  an  all  time 
peak  of  nearly  17  million  gallons  per  day  against  the  normal  average 
of  approximately  9^  million  gallons,  and  a daily  average  of  36 
gallons  of  water  per  head  of  population  was  supplied  in  1959,  of 
which,  29  gallons  were  used  do:,  estically  and  7 gallons  for  trade 


purposes. 

The  waters  are  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

There  is  only  one  dwelhng  in  the  Urban  District  without  a 
piped  water  supply.  This  is  an  isolated  house  in  the  parish  of 
Walton-on-the-Hill  which  is  supplied  with  water  for  domestic 
pjj^^pQS0S  by  cartage  from  the  nearest  available  piped  supply. 
The  occupier  is  advised  to  boil  all  water  for  use  for  drinking  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  Banstead,  Walton-on-the-HiU, 
Woodmansterne  and  Dower  Kingswood  and  also  a number  of 
houses  in  Chipstead  and  a few  in  the  remainder  of  Kingswood  are 


served  by  pubhc  sewers. 

The  Banstead  and  Walton-on-the-Hill  sewers  discharge  to  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Worcester  Park  (in  the  Borough  of  Sutton 
and  Cheam)  by  means  of  two  pumping  stations  (Tadworth  and 
Walton-on-the-Hill),  and  by  gravitation.  The  remainder  of  the 
sewers  discharge  by  gravitation  via  the  sewers  of  Coulsdon  and 
Purley  U.D.C.  to  the  Beddington  sewage  disposal  works  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Croydon. 

There  are  approximately  80  miles  of  foul  water  public  sewers 
in  the  Urban  District,  excluding  those  public  sewers,  which  prior  to 
1st  October,  1937,  were  known  as  combined  systems  of  drainage, 
and  the  sewers  provided  on  Council  housing  estates.  ^ 

During  the  year  five  small  extensions  of  the  pubfic  sewers  were 
carried  out  by  the  Council,  namely.  Holly  Lane  and  The  Drive, 
Banstead,  Hill  Lane,  Burgh  Heath,  ofi  Deans  Lane  Walton-on- 
the-Hill  and  Ey hurst  Close,  Kingswood.  The  first  four  were  tor 
the  purpose  of  providing  main  drainage  for  existing  premises  and 
proposed  building  development,  and  the  fifth  extension  was  prim- 
arily necessitated  by  unsatisfactory  existing  drainage  of  a County 
Council  Welfare  establishment,  as  well  as  to  take  the  drainage  ot 
other  existing  premises.

Of  the  latter,  26  in  the  Parish  of  Kingswood,  4 in  the 
Parish  of  Banstead  and  12  in  the  Parish  of  Chipstead  are  emptied 
free  of  charge  by  the  Council,  where  a public  sewer  is  not  available, 
on  a weekly  basis  and  in  some  instances  twice  weekly. 

The  use  of  one  pail  closet  in  Banstead  ceased  during  the  year 
following  the  operation  of  a demolition  order  in  respect  of  a caravan 
and  3 pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  at  Bower 
Kingswood. 


REFUSE  CoEEECTION  AND  DiSPOSAE 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Special  arrangements  operate 
for  Banstead  Hospital  and  provide  for  a daily  collection  of 
refuse  (excluding  Sundays). 

Disposal  is  at  Rookery  Farm,  Lower  Kingswood,  by  means  ot 
controlled  tipping,  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  during  the  year  the  tip  was 
operated  satisfactorily,  under  the  control  of  the  Council  s Engineer 
and  Surveyor.

A caravan  on  land  at  Walton-on-the-Hill  which  was  permitted 
to  remain  for  a period  of  3 months  in  1957  was  still  occupied  at 
me  end  or  1959. 


, ^ found  in  a garage  and  workshop  building  on  a 

petrol  filling  station  at  Lower  Kingswood  and  occupied  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  premises  at  the  beginning  of  the  vear.  Following 
mtormal  action,  occupation  ceased  in  May. 

A caravan  site  in  Banstead  that  had  been  used  for  a small 
number  of  occupied  caravans  since  1939  finally  ceased  operation 
when  the  occupier  (an  aged  person)  of  the  last  caravan  was  re- 
fioused  by  the  Council  and  the  caravan  was  demolished  by  the  site 
proprietor  in  February. 

In  December  an  occupied  caravan  was  found  in  the  grounds 
of  residential  premises  at  Lower  Kingswood  and  action  under  the 
Planmng  Act  was  receiving  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year 

The  only  authorised  site  in  the  district  (at  Lower  Kingswood) 
lor  which  planmng  permission  was  granted  for  the  siting  of  150 
caravans  for  a period  of  15  years,  in  1952,  continued  to  be  difficult 
to  control  in  respect  of  the  number  of  caravans  exceeding  the 
permitted  number.  ^ 


In  July  1954,  enforcement  notices  were  served  as  to  (1)  the 
pemntted  number  of  caravans  being  exceeded  and  (2)  a number  of 
caravans  placed  on  land  adjoining  that  part  of  the  premises  forming 
the  authorised  site. 


A meeting  of  members  of  the  Town  Planning  Committee  with 
the  site  owner  took  place  in  March  at  which  date  the  occupied 
caravans  on  the  authorised  site  totalled  150  and  outside  the 
authorised  site  lo.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  endeavour 
co-operation  of  the  site  owner  to  obtain  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  enforcement  notices. 

_ Results  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  regard  to  the  reduction 
m the  number  oi  caravans  on  land  outside  the  authorised  site  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  had  been  reduced  to  3.  However 
the  position  in  respect  of  the  authorised  site  deteriorated  and  at

the  end  of  the  year  the  number  had  increased  from  150  to  169. 

Reduction  to  the  permitted  number  could  easily  have  been 
obtained  if  the  site  proprietor  had  co-operated,  as  the  number  of 
caravans  which  left  the  site  in  1959  totalled  26.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  site  was  reasonably  well  main- 
tained, but  the  condition  of  the  access  roads  is  poor,  caravans  are 
too  close  together  and  haphazard  placing  of  sheds  produces  un- 
sightly conditions. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  legislation  proposed  will  provide 
effective  control  of  caravan  sites  and  enable  desirable  improvements 
to  be  obtained.

One  appHcation  for  registration  was  granted  during  the  year.

Complaints 

The  complaints  received  totalled  1 , 1 52.  They  related  to  a wide 
variety  of  subjects. 

Massage  Establishments 

The  provisions  of  Part  IV  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act, 
1931,  relating  to  the  registration  and  management  of  Massage 
Establishments,  are  in  operation  and  six  such  establishments  are 
situate  within  the  Urban  District. 

Employment  Agencies 

There  is  one  Agency  registered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  County  Council  Acts,  1925  & 1936. 

Factories 

The  majority  of  the  factories  in  the  district  are  small  in  character. 
They  include  builders’  premises,  boot  repairers,  the  manufacture 
of  food,  motor  repairs,  bakehouses  and  laundries.  There  is  one 
large  factory  situated  in  Uower  Kingswood. 

A small  amount  of  homework  is  carried  on  in  the  district, 
such  outworkers  being  employed  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel, 
boxes,  toys,  lampshades  and  artificial  flowers  for  firms  in  the 
Eondon  area.

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Other  Pests 

From  time  to  time  advice  is  sought  in  regard  to  infestations  of 
various  types  of  insects — beetles,  cockroaches,  bats,  crickets,  ants, 
flies,  moth  larvae,  wasps.  When  treatment  is  carried  out,  a charge 
is  made. 

Wasp  infestation  during  the  summer  months  was  severe  and 
extreme  difflculty  was  experienced  in  satisfactorily  coping  with  the 
large  number  of  infestations.  417  nests  were  destroyed. 

School  canteens,  by  arrangement  with  the  Education  Authority, 
were  treated  for  fly  and  other  insect  infestation  with  liquid 
insecticides. 

Ceean  Air  Act,  1956 

Smoke  is  a minor  problem,  which  is  to  be  expected  in  a district 
which  is  primarily  residential  and  agricultural  in  character.  There  are 
no  proposals  at  present  to  establish  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district. 

In  1959,  flve  notifications  under  Section  3 (3)  of  the  Act  as  to 
the  installation  of  new  furnaces  were  received,  two  relating  to 
hand-fired  coke  furnaces  at  schools,  a gas-fired  furnace  at  dry 
cleaning  premises  and  a paraffin-fired  air  heater  at  a workshop. 

The  provision  of  a bacon  curing  stove  at  the  premises  of  a whole- 
sale grocery  and  provision  merchants  necessitated  consideration  as 
to  the  installation  of  suitable  apparatus  to  reduce  the  possibility 
of  nuisance  arising  from  the  discharge  of  smoke  and  fumes.  It  is 
proposed  to  instal  an  oil  burner  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the 
smoke  to  about  700°  F.  and  thereafter  to  pass  the  smoke  and  the 
products  of  combustion  of  the  oil  burner  over  a catalyst. 

One  of  the  Pubhc  Health  Inspectors  attended  a 3-day  training 
course  held  by  the  Coal  Utilization  Council.  ^ 

Building  Byelaws  as  to  the  provision  in  new  buildings  of 
suitable  heating  and  cooking  appliances  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Council. 

HOUSING 

The  five  years  slum  clearance  programme  prepared  in  1955 
covered  101  dwellings  which  were  considered  to  be  in  such  degree 
of  unfitness  for  human  habitation  as  to  warrant  consideration  in 
respect  of  demolition.  Three  dwellings  have  been  added  since,

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering  the  re- 
introduction  of  their  scheme  which  has  been  virtually  suspended 
since  December  1955. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

Three  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  made 
during  the  year.  In  respect  of  two,  certificates  were  issued  and 
in  the  other  case  the  action  resulted  in  the  landlord  giving  an 
undertaking  to  the  tenant  to  remedy  the  defects.  One  of  the 
certificates  was  cancelled  following  the  remedy  of  the  defects. 

One  application  was  made  by  a tenant  for  a certificate  (form  P) 
that  the  defects  specified  in  an  undertaking  given  by  the  landlord 
in  1958  had  not  been  remedied.  A certificate  was  issued.  A 
similar  application  was  made  b3^  a landlord  in  respect  of  an  ^^^er- 
taking  given  by  him  in  1958.  A certificate  stating  that  the  defects 
had  been  remedied  was  issued. 

A certificate  of  disrepair  issued  in  December  1957,  was  cancelled 
in  1959  upon  application  for  cancellation  being  made  by  the 
landlord. 

An  application  for  a certificate  of  disrepair  made  in  February 
1958  resulted  in  an  undertaking  to  remedy  the  defects  being  given 
by  the  landlord.  In  April  1959  the  dwelling  became  decontroUed 
by  virtue  of  vacation  by  the  tenant  and  the  undertaking  therefore 
ceased  to  apply. 

A certificate  of  disrepair  was  issued  in  1958  relating  to  the 
- defect  of  “ lack  of  a fence  along  the  front  boundary  of  the  dwelhng. 
The  landlord  appealed  to  the  County  Court  against  the  issue  of 
the  certificate.  The  Court  decided  it  was  a defect  but  that  the 
remedy  was  the  responsibility  of  the  tenant,  not  the  landlord, 
and  cancelled  the  certificate  of  disrepair. 

The  Act  came  into  force  on  6th  July,  1957,  and  from  that  date 
until  31st  December,  1959,  a summary  of  the  results  of  the  operation 
of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Act  is  as  follows  .

Reasonable  standards  of  hygiene  were  maintained  generally  at 
rood  premises. 

A boot  repairer  was  found  to  be  selling  greengrocery  from  his 
workshop  and  on  his  attention  being  called  to  the  requirements  of 
rood  hygiene  regulations,  the  sale  of  greengrocery  ceased. 

Improved  washing  facilities  for  use  by  the  kitchen  staff  of  a 
convalescent  home  were  provided  following  investigation  into  an 
outbreak  of  diarrhoea. 

The  presence  of  mice  dirts  in  the  cold  store  of  a butcher’s  shop 
was  found  to  be  due  to  a mouse  having  gained  entrance  into  the 
store. 

Apart  from  bread,  flour  confectioner^^  and  sausages,  there  is  no 
manufacture  of  food  carried  on  in  the  district. 
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Attention  was  called  by  residents  to  the  following  . 

Bread — Cigarette  end  in  loaf— inserted  by  a child  of  the  family. 

Small  piece  of  metal  in  loaf — found  to  be  a fragment  of  a 
baking  tin. 

lyive  earwig  found  when  slices  being  cut  from  loaf.  Com- 
plainant maintained  in  or  on  loaf  when  purchased.  No 
evidence  to  substantiate  this. 

Pink  coloured  mould  growth  in  brown  sHced  and  wrapped 
loaf.  Stated  to  have  been  found  in  that  condition  on  day 
of  purchase.  The  amount  of  mould  growth  indicated  that 
the  loaf  was  several  days  old. 

Foreign  matter  in  loaf— found  to  be  a fragment  of  brown 
dough  discoloured  by  the  presence  of  small  quantities  of  a 
thin  mineral  oil  (white  oil)  with  traces  of  iron.  White  oil, 
a highly  refined  mineral  oil  is  used  in  small  quantities  for 
preventing  dough  adhering  to  moving  metal  parts. 

Fine  hairs  adhering  to  the  bottom  surface  of  a sliced  and 
wrapped  loaf.  Found  to  be  jute  (hessian)  fibres  and  origin 
probably  from  worn  and  frayed  hessian  holder  gloves  worn 
by  bakers  for  handling  hot  bread. 

Bottle  of  milk— cement  mortar  adhering  to  inside  base  of  bottle. 

All  the  above  relate  to  food  prepared  or  manufactured  at 
premises  outside  the  district. 


Merchandise  Marks  Acts,  1887  and  1926 : 

Meat  comprising  six  hindquarters  of  beef,  delivered  by  a 
wholesaler  to  a local  institution,  gave  rise  to  consideration  by  the 
Council  as  to  a contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts,  by 
reason  (1)  that  the  meat  was  supplied  as  English,  whereas  it  was 
actuallv  imported  chilled  beef,  and  (2)  the  evidence  of  mutilation 
to  remove  and  obliterate  the  markings  of  indication  of  origin  of 
the  meat. 

Correspondence  ensued  with  the  wholesalers,  who  were  at  a 
loss  to  understand  the  occurrence  and  w^ho  by  reason  of  other 
matters  arising  from  this  happening  coming  to  light,  called  in  the 
police  to  investigate. 

An  adverse  feature  of  this  case,  in  regard  to  a possible  prose- 
cution under  the  Acts,  was  the  fact  that  the  meat  ®iid  been  in 
the  possession  of  the  purchaser  four  days  before  any  query  arose 
as  to  it  not  being  meat  of  the  character  ordered.

. A total  of  six  hundred  and  ninety- nine  cases  of  infectious 
disease  were  notified  in  1959,  compared  with  four  hundred  and 
fifty  cases  in  1958.  Of  these,  Measles  accounted  for  551,  Scarlet 
Fever  for  77  and  Dysentery  for  49.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  Pohomyehtis  or  Typhoid  Fever.  There  was  one  case 
of  meningococcal  infection. 

ScARivET  Fever.  Seventy-seven  cases  were  notified  as  against 
thirty-three  in  1958.  The  illness  remained  mild  and  caused  no 
deaths.  The  mildness  of  the  disease  with  quicker  return  to  school 
and  absence  of  exclusion  of  family  contacts  renders  control  more 
difficult. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  for  the  fourteenth  year  in 
succession.  A high  percentage  of  immunised  children  must  be 
maintained  if  this  happy  position  is  to  continue.  Outbreaks  in  the 
L.C.C.  area  during  the  year  give  no  cause  for  complacency. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  Early  diagnosis  and  eply  adminis- 
tration of  Antitoxin  are  essential  if  the  case  mortality  rate  is  to 
be  reduced.  Cases  sufficiently  suspicious  to  be  given  Antitoxin  are 
best  admitted  to  hospital.

The  intensity  of  an  epidemic  corresponds  to  the  number  of 
susceptible  children  in  a community  and  there  is  an  increased 
incidence  every  second  year.  In  the  absence  of  any  specific 
vaccine,  the  control  of  Measles  is  dependent  on  the  early  recognition 
of  symptoms  and  the  early  isolation  of  the  patient.  The  infected 
child  is  usually  out  of  sorts  for  three  or  four  days  before  the  rash 
appears.  There  is  slight  catarrh  of  nose,  throat  and  eyes.  There 
is  irritabihty  and  loss  of  appetite.  Mild  fever  is  often  present  and 
can  be  detected  by  use  of  the  thermometer.  The  early  phase  is 
highly  infectious  and  the  child  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to 
school  or  to  play  in  the  street.  Babies  and  weakly  children  should 
be  protected  from  infection. 

The  illness  can  be  prevented  or  modified  by  the  injection  of 
gamma  globulin  early  in  the  incubation  period.  A limited  quantity 
is  available  for  doctors  for  use  in  cases  of  special  risk.  Health 
Visitors  are  informed  of  notified  cases  of  babies  and  infants  so  that 
they  may  give  advice  where  necessary. 

Cases  are  excluded  from  school  for  ten  days.  Home  contacts 
under  5 who  have  not  had  the  illness  are  excluded  from  nursery 
school  for  fourteen  days  from  the  appearance  of  the  rash  in  the 
last  case  in  the  house.  Other  children  are  only  excluded  at  the 
first  sign  of  illness.

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Poliomyelitis.  No  case  was  notified  in  1959,  compared  with 
one  case  in  1958.  The  absence  of  cases  sustains  our  hope  that 
vaccination  will  reduce  the  incidence  and  severity  of  this  disease. 
Vaccination  was  available  for  all  aged  six  months  to  25  years,  plus 
special  categories  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  approximately  4,881  persons  were  vaccinated 
against  Poliomyelitis,  in  the  following  groups;— 

(i)  Children  6 months  to  15  years  . . 1,306 

(m)  Young  people,  15  to  25  years  . . 3,326 

{in)  Other  priority  groups  . . . . • • 249 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  is  administered  by  the  County 
Divisional  Medical  Ofiicers. 

Typhoid  Fever  and  Paratyphoid  Fever.  No  case  of 
Typhoid  Fever  or  Paratyphoid  was  notified  in  1959  as  against  one 
case  in  1958. 

Food  Poisoning.  Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  1959.  Two  cases  in  one  family  were  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhi  Murium.  In  the  other  case  no  organism  was  isolated. 

The  early  notification  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  is  very 
important  so  as  to  secure  any  residue  of  suspected  foods  for 
examination.  The  prevention  of  food  poisoning  depends  on  the 
maintenance  of  a high  standard  of  cleanhness  by  food  handlers 
and  in  food  premises.  The  wasliing  of  hands  after  use  of  the 
W.C.  is  the  most  important  precaution  against  the  spread  of 
intestinal  infections.  It  is  imperative  that  all  cases  of  diarrhoea 
in  food  handlers  should  be  investigated  bacteriologically. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Three  cases  were  notified  in  1959,  as 
against  one  in  1958.  The  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951, 
require  the  notification  of  “ any  febrile  condition  occurring  in  a 
woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4°  Fahrenheit  (38  Centi- 
grade) or  more  has  occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth 
or  miscarriage. 

Pneumonia.  Ten  cases  including  four  of  Influenzal  Pneu- 
monia were  notified.  Of  thirty-three  deaths,  two  were  notified 
before  death.
